Some years ago Kanas was over- 
run witli so called" rainmakers" 
who did a thriving business in 
vicinitvcH afflicted with drought. 
The Rock Island railroad had a 
rainmaker wlio traveled ahout the 
country in a special ear and made 
rain from Texas to Iowa. At the 
time the j>vocess employed was guard- 
ed as a secret, and no doui)t the 
mystery surrounding the operation 
had much to tio with the interest 
aroused among the people. But 
now comes (icorge Matthews in the 
Wichita Eaijle, with a full exposi- 
tion of the means employed by the 
lioi'k Island wizard and others, and 
the following is the recipe given by 
him: 

Ten fluid ounces of water. 
Fifty fluid ounces of zinc. 
ReiHJW every hour' and stir 
every 30 minutes day ami night 
until rain comes. 

The moment rain begins to fall 
remove jar or crock. In territory 
west of Kansas use one-third less; 
at sea level use double the quantity. 
In Kansas work only on southerly 
wind. Begin an experiment only in 
a clean sky. One station of the 
expiM'iment, if successful, will 
produce a rain 30 to 50 miles in 
diameter. A better and moi-e 
certain result can be secured by 
havinsr three or more stations 40 or 
50 miles apart. 

According to Mr. Matthews, this 
mixture left in on open-moulhed 
jar generates hydrogen gas, which 
rapidly ascends. 

The theory is that this gas a.scond- 
ing creates a shaft through the hot 
jiir down which the cold rushes, 
creating a storm center and gather- 
ing moisture for precipitation. 
Matthews claims that of the 200 
experiments made by liim at least 
180 were soi'i'i's-ifnl, — A'' ">.'"« ^^iiy

The deaf in Virginia who read 
the .louRNAL aufl tiie Richmond 
daily papers will be grieved lo read 
to-day of the death fit their former 
teacher and steadfast friend, Mr. 
William Meade Berkeley, which oc- 
curred yesterday (Saturday) morning 
at his liome in Staunton. 

Mr. Berkeley had be(!n in failing' 
health since last February, and un- 
able to go to his classes, upon 
which attendance he was known by 
every man, woman and child who 
knew him. either in the city or at 
the Institution, to be so very 
punctual and always on time to the 
minute. It can be said of Mr. 
Berkeley that he was a goofl man 
in all the word implies. His strict 
honesty and intensely religions 
cliara<;ter never failed to be cjnietly 
commented upon by the older 
[lupils session after se.'tsion. He 
was a quiet man and did not seek 
company, except I hat company 
which he to an unusual detri-ee 
seemed to find in realing Iiis Bible. 
He was probably the only teacher, 
who opened his class with prayer 
(afler the general prayer service in 
the chapel), and a day did not pass 
without at least ten miunles of talk 
to his pupils as to religious to[)ics. 
Mr. Berkeley had been a tea(!li(;r 
in the deaf-mute department of the 
Institution for thirty or more years, 
and ha<l been foremj-n of the (Jood- 
son Gazelle office ever since the little 
paper was started, twenty-six years 
ago. He was born at Edgew<KKl 
Farm, Hanover County, Va., sixty- 
two years ago, and was closely re- 
lated to the well known Berkeley 
family, the Pages, Nelsons, Byrds, 
May(w, and other artistocratic 
families about whom we read so 
much in history. At an early ajre 
he lost hif» hearing and was sent to 
Staunt/)n to Schwil. I believe Mr. 
B'-rkeley told me he learned the 
printing trade in Richmond, in the 
office of the ol<l Richmond H'hii/. 
I recall alw) of his telling me be 
worked in the office of the Charlot- 
tesville Jeffersf/nian later on. At 
the outbreak of the Civil War he 
was at home in Hanover County, 
and went over to Richmonrl and 
offered his services to the Confed- 
erate authorities. He was at first 
put to work in the Commissary De- 
partment, packing foofl and me- 
dicines for the Army, Later on he 
was sent over the mountains to 
Staunton, and the confedei'ary be- 
ing in need of more men, ho offered 
his services for active duty in the 
army and joined the Home (ruard, 
which left Staunton to meet and at- 
tempt to drive back a large Fwleral 
force which was apprf)aching the 
town from down the Valley. He 
was in the corps of Gen. Robert 
Doyle, father of Capt. T. S. Doyle, 
for many years Principal of the 
Institution. He related to me on 
several occasions of seening Colonel 
Doyle receive his mortal wound and 
fall. Mr. Berkeley was in many 
battles and amid the thunder and 
roar of the ironrnoulhed imple- 
ments of war remained cool and 
did his duty. The ."ensalion of 
seeing men next to him fall, 
and the vacancy immediately fllhMl 
i)y the next man behind step, 
ping up, was vividly related to 
interested groups of pupils at times. 
While camped on the bloody field 
of (^edar .Mountain one night and 
sleeping soundly on his idankef, a 
stray irpenl ball came through his 
tent and struck him sfjuarely on the 
forehead, tearing the skin and 
makinga wound that bled profusely. 
If the bullet had been in the slight- 
est degree a little backward, it 
would have undoubtedly ended his 
life, [jlowing completely through his 
brain. He was sent to the hospital 
in Staunton, which was in the In- 
stitution buildings, the wihool hav- 
ing closed and the pupils sent 
home. R'WiOvering, he was put on 
s«;ntinel duty around the grounds 
and later again, went to the front 
— but the Sun of the Confederatiy 
had set and it was only a few days 
until the light went out at Appo- 
mattox. 

A few years after the war, Mr. 
Berkeley was elected a teacher 
at his A/rn(i M<iler^ lately his hos- 
pital, which he he helrl till the time 
of his death, until a brief interval 
of a few months during a political 
upheaval in the State. Nine years 
atf<i fie was elected hy flie Virginia 
of the Deaf to hold re- 
!'•«,« for the tJie deaf in 
ttie State, and travelled over the 



State on Saturday and Sunday to 
fill his engagements, while not al- 
lowing them to interfere in jfny 
way with his duties at the Institu- 
tion. Afler several years' service 
he ieHi|/ne<l. 

Mr. Bf^rkeley married Miss Ida 
Dowell, of Fauquier County, a 
former jjiipil of his and at the tim(j 
of their marriage monitoress of the 
girls. He is survived by his wife 
and four children, three girls and a 
boy. A sister also lives near Staun- 
ton. I think litN funeral look place 
this (Sunday) afleinoon, either from 
his late residence, or Trinity Epis- 
copal (Jliunili, or from the Institu- 
tion Chapel. 

The pupils .ittended in a body, 
and the ic-mairis were laid beside 
those of his fattu-r and motluM' and 
brother, in Staunton's beautiful C!it,y 
of the Dead, " Thorurose Ceme- 
tery." 

Verily, a good man has enter-ed 
into rest.

Al lirsfc sight coi'k and linseed oil 
seem mostly unlikely materials for 
making carpets, yet no loss than 
tw<*lve millions 3'ards of linoleum, 
consisting almost entirelj' of these 
HllbstaIl<M^s are i)roduced every 
year in (Jreat Brilain, liins(!ed oil 
is sp(!cialiy i)re[)nred and mixed 
with r'esiri found in karliri gum, a 
curious fossil r-esiri found in New 
Zealand. Cork is pulverized by a 
machint* known as ti cork-breaker, 
whi(!h consislsof !i number of (wory 
strong circular saws, rolatin^ close 
to Hb^el bars llie ends of wlich are 
t()oUi<!(l in an oiiposite direction to 
the saws. The gi-ound cork leaves 
the breaker in fine powder and is 
very dangerous to handle. The 
material is so light that it easily be- 
comes suspended in the air pro- 
(lucinji a liiKl'ly explosivt* mixture. 
It would be safer to take a naked 
light into a powdcM' magazine than 
into the building wlicMi the cork is 
({round. All lights are carefully 
guarded. But in spite of every 
pieoiutiou, explosions are some- 
times started by sparks from the 
machinery. The powdei-ed cork is 
lluiri nii.xed with tlie oil and resin 
(HMiient. After a i)erliiiiiiuiry rough 
mixing the compound is passed into 
a gigantic sausage machine, wliei-e 
the materials are incorporated 
thoroughly. The raw linoleum as 
it issues from the spout bears a 
close i-esemblance to German 
sausafiOH. The lumps of linohnim 
are jiassed through rollers, which 
(ionvei't flui material into sheets. 
These ai'e scraped off the rollers, 
and the substance is then rolletl 
into a backing of jute canvas or 
wire gauze, thus making i)lain 
1 i nolou in . — Selected.

Although we are a free and independent 
people, we are not altogelher perfect. 
I<oug after patriots had fought and died 
for our own freedom, we deprived the red 
men of their lands and homes, and coni- 
pelled their removal to the west of the 
Mississippi. This was a cruel and un- 
righteous act on the part of President 
Jackson. I'or as Jefferson has said, "The 
(iod who gave us life, gave us liberty at 
the same time." 

It is the opinion of a large majority of 
the people of this country, that at the jire- 
seiit time Aguiualdo and his people are 
fighting bravely for their freedom, and 
that we are wrong and unjust to take pos- 
,ses,sioii of their country. In my opinion, 
our seizure of the Philippine islands is 
just, because the inhabitants are mo.slly .sav- 
ages. We will treat them with more jus- 
tice and moderation than ever the Span- 
iards did, and, what is more, we will cause 
the light of knowledge to shine on them.

RKMINISCKNCKS. 

The three tall fellows, who address you 
lo-day, were once little iKiys in knee ]iaiils 
and aprons. We were leariiiufi the elc- 
ineiits of language in the Mansion lIou.se, 
not .so very long ago. In time, we were 
transferred from there to this buildinjj, 
and began to feel that we were ' ' big 
lx>ys. " But l)efore the eiitl of the year, al- 
ter we arrived, we found that being "big 
boys" meant more study and less fun. 

Then we recall a ])lace, a little beyond 
this builtling, where we had plea.saiil times 
in getting the lu.scious apple. The roads 
about here were narrow and dusty, but 
since have grown to brotid driveways and 
.sidewalks with shade faces and fanciful 
lamp po.sts. Somehow, the fences do not 
look so high as they did in other days. 
The candy stores were nearby, and Satur- 
days always seemed so long in coming. 
But that <lay usually did come at la.sl, and 
we had royal limes in the candy shops. 

In those days, we had no military drill, 
no uniforms. We were not so neat or so 
stalwart as lo-day, when we have had the 
benefit of iiiililarv drill. 11 has worked 
wonders in the appearances and discipline 
of the pupils, h'rom that beginning, we 
have succeeded, thiou^h patience and per- 
.severance, in mastering the drill, and 
obtaining thereby erectness of form and 
vigor in our foolstejis. Of the large 
crowd of my former classmates, few are 
left, and to-day only three of us still hold 
together to bid farewell to good old Pan- 
wood. 

We recall many events of happy lives 
spent ill these walls. We are nearly 
grown men now, and yet we were sinall 
enough when we began at the Man.sion 
House. We first came there at the ages of 
seven or eight. We sometimes dream of 
those good old limes long ago in the Man- 
sion House, where we iiassed such jolly 
hours as children; but suddenly to-day, we 
cut adrift to enter upon that va.st ocean — 
the world. 

We thank this Institution and those 
kind gentlemen who have done so much 
for us. We thank Providence exceedingly 
that He guided us to enter this great and 
noble school. 

It is a happiness to say to the Principal, 
who stands 111 the post of respousibilitx 
how thankful we are to have been umkr 
his instruction. We thank you most hear- 
tily and leave with you our best wishes for 
the future. We sincerely hope the .school 
will .stand for years to come, attended with 
the success to which its great and good 
work so justly entitles it.

Chivalry," with Valedictory 
Address, by John H. Kei.ser. 

CHARACT«R OK MKniKVAI, CHIVALRY. 

About the midille of the tenth ceiitilry, 
there sprang up in Kuropc an institution 
which was destined to exercise the greatest 
influence upon the world. Thisinstilutioii 
was chivalry. Its exact origin cannot be 
ascerlaincd, but it is considered an out- 
growth of the feudal system existing in 
luirnpc from early limes. 

The jieriod during which chivalry was 
intioduccd was the darkest in the history 
of the world. In ICurope the common 
people were forced to submit to acts of 
cruelly and o)ipres.sion at the hands of the 
])oweiTiil nobles, and on all sides there was 
much .sufTering and disconteul. 

l'"ortuiiately, even in such an a)i;c, there 
were some wise aiitl humane men in whom 
the .slate of affairs arousctl .somepily, and 
a desire to remedy the evils. These men 
united together anil jiledged theinselve.s lo 
protect the weak and oppressed, particu- 
larly woman, who stood 111 great danger in 
thai age of brute force. But, however 
high Ihev set their standard, they fell far 
short of attaining it. Their iifeas were 
crude, in accordance with the times, still 
their aspirations were pro<Uiclivc of good 
results. 

The rules of chivalry among the knights 
extended only lo their etpials and superi- 
ors. Hven while at war the knights of 
opposing armies would unite to destroy or 
phinder the pea.santry, whom they reganl- 
cd little better than ben.sls. 

The church was the strongest supporter 
of chivalry. The clergy were the best 

educated men of the time, and they ap- 
preciated the effects of the first chevaliers 
towards securing right and order. The 
union between the church and chivalry 
was .soon efTected, and thereafter it was 
closely coiinectcil in all the ccrcnuniics of 
knighthood. 

It was lliroiigh the inllueiice of the 
church that the Crusades were undertaken. 
Islamism was gaining power in the ICasl, 
and it became apjmrent that unless it were 
checked it woulit as,sail Chrislianily in the 
west. The Crusades lirought the knights 
of the Occident face lo face with the 
knights of the ( )ricnl, their superiors in in- 
tellectual advancement, and equals in valoT- 
niitl miliUuy skill. A stimulus was given 
to learning^ and a desire for Ihe luxuries 
and relinenients of the I'.asl ; hence we 
see during the next period l';uroi)e cnierg- 
iiig from that stale of semi-lmrbarisin, 
which mivrkeil the end of the "Dark 
Ages. ' ' 

The training for Uie degree of kniglit- 
hood was Hevere and cxhauRtitig. No pro- 



perty qualification was necce.sary. Noble 
liirtli was retpiired, although the rank was 
sometimes conferred on men of humble 
origin in con.siileration of some brave 
deed. 

Not all the lime of the knights was 
spent in warfare. There were tourneys 
and jousts in which as much honor was 
won as on the battlefield. At these en- 
terlaininenls the gentler sex reignetl 
supreme. They adjudged the victors and 
awarded the prizes ; everything was so 
ordered as to exi)ie.ss the utmo.st deference 
for the .sex, which is the distinctive excel- 
lence of chivalry. 

Bv the fifteenth century chivalry as an 
institution was at an end, the intro<luction 
of gunpowder probably hastened its decay, 
but the good it has wrought still .survives, 
mainly the honorable status and claim on 
courteous and con.siderate atleulioii, which 
is accorded to women among all nations 
professing Christianity.

New Haven, M;i.v ^.. .\ailian 
Hale Pryor, who was born dumb, 
ten years ago, and has nev«>r utter- 
ed a word, will soon be talking as 
well as any one, if the surgeons who 
performed a lare operation upon 
iiim at the State Hospital here to- 
day are sustainevi in their asseitions. 
Little Nathan lives at Southington. 
He wtvs born with a cleft palate, 
and could never utter an articulate 
sound. He was sent here recently 
for observation, with the hojH* that 
the physicians might be able to give 
him speech. 

The operation was performed by 
Dr. W. H. Carmalt, assisted by a 
8iH>reof surgeons and watched by a 
number of scientists fr<.>m Vale. 

Two V-shaped strips were cut 
from the healthy, but unformetl 
palate, one from each side, next the 
bones of the face. Three strips 
were inserted in the cleft, the edges 
of which had been roughened. The 
stiiiis were bouiul to tlte palate with 
silk. The wounds should h(>al with- 
in a week. 

The patient, who understands 
what has been done for him, luis 
already made articulate souud.s. It 
has been necessarj' to admonish 
him frequently to lie still, since he 
wanted to try use his voice. He is 
quiet and is breathless to-night, so 
anxiims is he that nothing shall 
interfere with the efforts to help 
him. 

Th.>se watching the interesting 
ca.se say that from the manner in 
which the boy differentiated the 
souikIs he has already made, it is 
certain that he will be able to express 
him.self fairly well as soon as the 
parts of the reconstructed palate 
havogn»wn together. A new palate, 
it is said, will grow where the strips 
were removed.
